Amerioan vessels, and gives ns a supremacy
upon the seas of inestimable valne in ease of
foreign war. Our navy at the commence-
ment of the Iate war consisted of less than
100 vessels of abont 150,000 tons, and a force
of about 8000 men. We drew from the mer.
chant marine, which had cost the Government
nothing, bnt which had heen n source of
national  wealth, 600 vessels, exoceeding
1,000,000 tons, and about 70,000 men, to Aaid
in the supprossion of the Rebellion, This
statement demonstrates the value of the mer.
chant marine as a means of national defense
in time of war,

The Committee on the Canses of the Re-
duction of American Tonnage, after hearing
the cnuses of its decline, submitted two bills
which, if adopted, they believe will restore to
the nation its maritime power. Their report
shows with great minnteness the actual and
comparative American tonnage at the time of
its greatest prosperity, and comparative de-
cine gince, together with the causes, and ex-
hibits other statistics of national interest in
reference to the subjoect.

As the report is before Congress, [ will not
recapitulate any of its statisties, bnt refer
only fo the methods recommended by the
committes Lo give back to us onr logt com.-
merce. As a gencral rule, it can be adopted.
I believe that a direct money subsidy is less
linble to aluse than an indirect aid given to
the smme enterprise, In this oase, however,
my opinion is that subsidies, while they may
be given to specified lines of steamers, oy

other yesscls, shonld mot be exclusively
adopted; bnt in addition to subsidizing
very desirable lines of ocean traflo, a

general assistance should be given in an
effective way; and, therefore, I commend to
your favorable eonsideration the two bills
proposed by the committes, nnd referred to
in this message, U. B, Guaxr,
Executive Mansion, Washington, 1.

Defends Colonel Baker, and Explnlus the
Blituntion,

The following official communication from
General Sheridan was received yesterday at
the Army Headquarters: -

Heavguarrens Mmurrany Divisiox oy 1ie
Missouir, Cutcaco, March 18, 1870.— General
W. T. Sherman, Commander United Statea
Army, Washington, D. C.—General: —The
further report of Colonel Baker, in reference
to the punishment of the Piegan Indians, has
not yet been received, It ssems strange that
there shonld be such a want of knowledge of
the position which army officers have to
maintain in reference to Indian affairs.

I bhave in my command at least five thon-
gand miles of frontier seltlements, my chief
and only daty being to give proteetion to the
families rvniding on these long lines against
the outrages of Indians, The Goverument
has invited these settlers by opening the
lands to them for pre-emption and improve-
ment,

The nuruber of men, women, and children
on this extensive frontier is very great, and
there is not a day, from one year's end to the
other. that these families ure exempt from the

fearful thought of being murdered in the
most fiendish manner; the men sealped, the
women ravished, and the braing of the chil-
dren dashed ont,

When I said in o previons latter that R00
bad met that fate since 1862, T was below the
figure, and shonld have said 1200. My dutiey
nre to protect these people. 1 have nothing
to do with Indians: but, in this connection,
there is searcely n day in which T do not re-
ceive the most hesrt-rending appeals to save
settlers from the cruel fate which may come
upon them, and I am forced to the alternative
of choosing whether 1 shall regard their ap-
peals, or allow them to be butchered, in order
to save myself from the hne and ery of peo-
ple who know not the Indisns, and whose
families have not the fonr—morning, noon,
andd nigl‘.t of |-|;-I:nj.; ravished and Hn"d.]pud by
them,

The wife of the man at the contre of wenlth,
civilization, and refinement is not more dear
to him than is the wife of the pioneer of the
frontier. | have no hesitation in making my
choice. [ am going to stand by the people
over whom I am placed, and give them what
protection | can.

Torns, March 23, -The High Court of
Justice opened at 11 o'clock. Witnesses
were examined to prove that Monvielle said
Victor Noir ulnp[m{ the Prince in the face.
"The lawyera for the prosecution dwell with
effect on some grave contradietions in this
teatiwony.

A number of Pnlivoumn testitied to romarks
made by Fonviclle after his arrest. The
prosecuting lawyer created a sensation by
declaring that the original report of the
police in this case was not to be fonnd.
Only a copy, dated ten days luter, could he
produced.

One witness swore he had heard Fonviells
exclaim if his pistol had not missed fire he
wonld have shot the Prines. This had an
effect on the spectators, who are evidently
beginning to lean to the canse of the Prinee,

Witnesses for the prosecution were then
examined. Arnounld testified that Vietor
Noir had no intention of attacking the ac.
ensed when he went to his house.

Henri Rochefort was ealled ns a witness for
the prosecution. There was much agitation
among tha spectators at the announcement of
his name. Rochefort entered the conrt room,
accompanied by two geadirmes, and took his
place on the witness stand. He was pale but
very calm, e replied quietly to the interro-
gations, and after repeating the eontents of
the letter sent bhim by the accused, which
occasionad the visit of Noir and Fonviells,
he retired to the bénch reserved for journal-
ists, Many of the latter shook hands with
bim, He took hid seat.

The wife of Lounis, brother of Vietor Noir,
was called to testify. She was mueh agitated.
She snid Vietor Noir conld not have h]apl)m]
the Prince, becanse the gloves on hiw hunds
were fonnd to be intact.

(Other witnesses oorrobovatad the statmment
of Arnould, that Noir did not intend to qnar
rel with the Prince,
